The three members of the house, 
with Mr. Lane’s wife and son, were 
returning to their homes from Atlanta 
for the week end when the automobile, 
driven by Mr. Rountree, struck the 
hog and -an off an embankment.

BANK HEADS FACE 
CRIMINAL ACTION 
IN STOCK INQUIRY 


National City Counsel 
Cites Attorney-General’s 
Lethargy as Defense. 
U.S. Studies Testimony.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(4)— 
Striking swiftly, the federal govern- 
ment tonight sought to determine 
whether recent testimony before the 
senate stock market investigating 
committee has disclosed law viola- 
tions that are open to criminal pros- 
ecution. 

The justice department swung into 
action as the senate investigators 
were presented with evidence that 
the National City Sank of New 
York, forbidden by law to deal in 
its own securities, advanced credit 
for the purchase of its stock through 
a brokerage house. The committee 
als. has been investigating the Insull 
utilities crash. 

Almost simultaneously, authority to 
continue the investigation through the 
next session of congress was sought 
from the senate by Senator Costigan, 
democrat, Colorado, a member of the 
steering committee in charge of the 
inquiry which is now slated to end 
March 4 

Mitchell Becomes Interested. 

The first indication that the fed- 
eral government might institute crim- 
inal proceedings as a result of the 
testimony came in an announcement 
from the justice department that At- 
tornev-General Mitchell had asked for 
copies of the recent testimony. 

Almost simultaneously it became 
known that an investigation of the 
testimony was being made by federal 
authorities at New York for possible 
evasion of income tax Jaws. George 
Medalie, district attorney, refused to 
discuss the inquiry and there was no 
information whether the grand jury 
would be asked to act. 

Charles E. Mitchell, internationally 
known chairman of the National City 
bank, told the senate investigators 
early this week that in order to 
avoid paying an income tax in 1929 
he sold stock in his bank to a rela- 
tive at a loss of nearly $2,800,000. 
Later, he testified, he repurchased the 
securities. 

To Examine Testimony. 

No mention of any specific case 
wus made, however, either in Wash- 
ington or in New York. The justice 
department merely announced it would 
examine the testimony to determine 
whether it reveals violations of hank- 
ing, income tax or other federal laws, 
o contained anything that might be 
of use in current grand jury pro- 
ceedings.

BINGHAM GOES TO LONDON. 

It is authoritatively announced 
that Judge Robert W. Bingham, dis- 
tinguished Louisville lawyer and 
editor, has been proffered and has 
accepted the post of ambassador to 
the Court of St. James. 

Judge Bingham is peculiarly 
fitted, by ability and intimate fa- 
miliarity with conditions in Great 
Britain and with the relations be- 
tween the two countries, to under- 
take the arduous task that will con- 
front our ambassador in London 
during the period of reconstruction 
of world economic affairs. 

A graduate of the universities of 
North Carolina and Virginia and of 
the University of Louisville Law 
School, Judge Bingham early evi- 
denced his outstanding ability as a 
lawyer and his deep interest in pub- 
lic affairs, his purchase in 1918 of 
the historic Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal resulting from his desire to 
broaden his field of public service. 

A man of large wealth, he has 
proven himself an able financier, 
and his business interests have 
made him not only familiar with 
conditions in Great Britain but have 
caused him to spend much time 
abroad since the war. He is inti- 
mately known, and his outstanding 
ability recognized, in both financial 
and court circles in London. 

It is becoming increasingly ap- 
parent that the United States and 
Great Britain must lead in the solu- 
tion of the varied problems with 
which the world is now faced. What 
these two countries do about eco- 
nomics, the war debts, the tariff and 
similar perplexing questions will set 
the pace for other nations. 

It is, therefore, eof vital impor- 
tance that our next ambassador to 
the Court of St. James should be a 
man of wide experience and infor- 
mation, firmness of purpose and 
outstanding ability. 

Judge Bingham’s distinguished 
record testifies to his eminent quali- 
fication for the post. 


TWO VIEWS OF DISARMAMENT. 

The sharply contrasting view- 
points of those favoring and oppos- 
ing disarmament are brought out 
in clear relief in the arguments in 
the debate in Washington between 
Roland S. Morris, former ambassa- 
dor to Japan, and Admiral William 
Ledyard Rodgers. 

Stressing that disarmament does 
not mean total abandonment of the 
armies, navies and air forces of all 
countries, but rather limitation and 
reduction on a basis of relative 
Strength, Mr. Morris sums up his 
argument with the reminder that— 

For over a third of a century it 
has been realized with increasing 
vividness that unchecked competition 
in armaments could not and must not 
continue. We have learned by bitter 
experience that the existence of. vast 
navaland military establishments does 
not insure peace. On the contrary, 
they tend to increase the menace of 


war. They do not guarantee secur- 
ity. On the contrary, they tend to

the preparation for war—more than 1 


twice as much as was being expend- 
ed before the World War. It is a 
senseless waste of money that, ap- 
plied differently, could bring to all 
the peoples of the earth the great- 
est reign of prosperity in history. , 

Under such a condition general 
agreement is not to be expected in 


nation like ours, which cannot 
threaten war, may expect soon to 
encounter violence, and we have no 
right to provoke international ag- 
gression by lacking strong defense.” 


THE STATE PAPER PLANT. 


The state-owned pulp and paper 
plant at Savannah, established for 
the purpose of conducting experi- 
ments to ascertain whether paper 
can be made profitably from the 
slash pine with’ which the state 
abounds, has conclusively demon- 
strated that paper of good grade 
can be made not only from the 
Slash pine but from other types of 
pines as well. 

The plant’s activities and the re- 
search work throughout the state 
have been financed by a gift of 
$50,000 from the Chemical Foun- 
dation, made available through the 
appropriation of $20,000 by the 
last general assembly. The $70,- 
000 fund is practically exhausted 
now and a bill has been introduced 
in the legislature appropriating 
$30,000 for the continuation of the 
work. 

If further experiments and re- 
search should demonstrate that fine 
paper can be made from Georgia- 
grown pulp, and, as Dr. Herty and 
his associates confidently predict, at 
a cost which will make it possible 
to enter into competition with paper 
made from foreign-grown pulp, eco- 
nomic conditions would be revo- 
lutionized in many sections of 
Georgia. 

The slash pine grows from two 
to three times faster than the Cana- 
dian pine from which most of the 
American supply of paper is now 
made, giving Georgia acreage a far 
greater productive value. 

The development of a process by 
which paper made of Georgia pulp 
could meet in fair competition paper 
manufactured elsewhere would mean 
the development of a great lumber 
industry on the immense vacant 
areas of the state and the erection 
of paper mills which would employ 
large numbers of men. 

The: possibility of far-reaching 
returns from the successful conclu- 
sion of the experiments at the Sa- 
vannah plant are such that the legis- 
lature is justified in making every 
attempt to appropriate the fund 
sought, despite the necessity of 
economy in governmental expendi- 
tures. 


FIRESTONE’S PANACEA. 

The advice of Harvey S. Fire- 
Stone, rubber magnate, and Charles 
F. Kettering, president of the Gen- 
eral Motors Research Corporation, 
that the best thing for business to 
do is to “concentrate on simple 
fundamentals,” points the way to 
profits even during times of worst 
economic depression. 

Mr, Firestone’s recipe for pros- 
perity is simple, consisting of the 
two ingredients of cheap produc- 
tion and increased sales. One he 
has accomplished through economy 
and the other through the liberal 
use of the business panacea of news- 
paper advertising. 

This simple program has brought 
the widespreading Firestone inter- 
ests through two depressions, that 
of 1920-21 and the present one, 
not only safely but with the reduc- 
tion of overhanging debts and in- 
creased profits. 

It has been convincingly demon- 
Strated that the industrialist or the 
businessman who goes into his 
Shell in times like this and waits 
for “a better day,” is not the man 
whose business interests are safest. 
Rather it is the far-sighted business 
leaders, who see that cheaper prices 
must be accompanied by increased 
sales, who have nothing to fear for 
the present and the brightest pros- 
pects for the future.

Bible in 
Afrikaans. 

Everybody knows that the Boers 
are one of the great Bible-reading 
races of the world. Paul Kruger never 
opened another book in his life. On 
“command” against the English you 
heard all sorts of quotations from the 
scriptures. And the leaders, such as 
De Wet, Joubert, Wessel# and Pieter 
Martiz, liked to compare themselves to 
the ancient heroes of Israel, whose 
story they knew so well. This I heard 
from my father. who rode with Chris- 
tian de Wet in the last vain struggle 
against Britain back in 1901, When 
his sons, many years later, fought on 
the British side against Germany, my 
father used to say that we didn't 
know anything about war at all, be- 
cause we had never seen the enemy at 
close range and loaded a rifle right 
in the face of an oncoming attack, 
which wasn’t true. 

Anyway, to come back to the Bible. 
It maght not be known that the Boers 
up till now read the Bible in what 
has become to them almost a foreign 
language, High Dutch. But that is 
at an end. This month the Bible is 
being published in Afrikaans. What 
is Afrikaans? It is a Dutch dialect, 
the Dutch language bastardized, but 
now slowly legitimitized by the com- 
mon usage in the lands of Transvaal.

Health Talks

FIREMAN, HOLD THAT POSE. 

In the old days fire scenes in 
the news reels were printed on ruby 
film. Today the sophisticated audi- 
ence would laugh at such quaint real- 
ism. We demand that an assistant 
crumble some cellophane close to the 


mike. 

In the old days the first thing a 
fireman learns is to hold a hose. Now 
the first thing he/learns is to hold 
a pose. But, believe it or not, there 
is a fireman in the city of Awgowan, 
Wishagain, whose picture has never 
appeared in any paper as the hero of 
a thrilling rescue of some pneumonia 
patient from the dumb doctors who 
never seem to think of administering 
oxygen or anything. 

Addressing the recent meeting of 
the Pennsylvania State Medical So- 
ciety in Pittsburgh, Dr. John R. Mce- 
Curdy scored physicians who permit 
firemen, policemen or corporation em- 
ployes to administer oxygen or car- 
boxygen (carbon dioxide and oxy- 
gen mixed) to patients in any cir- 
cumstance. He said such _ doctors 
should be called to account by their 
medical society censors. and the 
heroic firemen, policemen or utility 
employes who stage. the spectacular 
scenes should be _ prosecuted for 
practicing medicine without a license. 

I heartily second Dr. McCurdy’s 
motion. 

These so-called emergency teams 

that go into training when some one 
provides an inhalator may mean well 
and might be willing to serve even 
if there were no chance of having 
their pictures published in the papers, 
but, after all, they are by every rea- 
sonable test utterly incompetent to 
assume responsibility for the patient 
even for a few minutes, 
_ The public at large is even more 
ignorant. People without any actual 
medical knowledge of the purpose of 
oxygen or carbon dioxide inhalations 
or of the pathology of pneumonia or 
other disease condition in which such 
treatment may be employed, are too 
likely to imagine that the oxygen if 
somehow pumped _ into the victim's 
chest is miraculous in effect. 

Every one should know that an in- 
halator is nothing but an inflatable 
bag with a mask to fit over nose and 
mouth, so that the patient may re- 
ceive the oxygen pure, or mixed with 
5 to 10 per cent carbon dioxide, by 
natural Breathing or by artificial res- 
piration performed in the ordinary 
way—prone-pressure. Every one 
should discount all reports by un- 
initiated observers who imagine the 
inhalator outfit (tanks and masks and 
tubes and gauge) is some kind of ma- 
chine for pumping air or gas into the 
lungs. 

I suspect the 
firemen, policemen 
crews are permitted to stage their 
spectacular races 
that the physicians in the case are 
Incompetent and poorly trained and 
hence haven't the moral courage to 
bid the comedy hero squad to run 
along and play with their little go- 
cart somewhere else.

The opinion was 
placed in the Congressional Record 
last spring by Senator Glass, demo- 
crat, Virginia, with the charge that 
it had been “suppressed.” 


Mitchell was on the stand when 
Pecora presented the opinion and said 
he had read it before. 

Pecora read the opinion in which 
Lehmann held that the company, be- 
ing controlled entirely by the bank, 
was a “usurpation of federal author- 
ity and a violation of the law” and 
that therefore both the bank and 
company were violating the law.

If Woodin’s “sound currency” views 
oppose inflation, and-if the two key 
cabinet posts are able to influence 
congress, some observers argue that 
only world monetary stabilization is 
left to cure the international ills. 

In some quarters, this stabilization 
is held to be more important to eco- 
nomic recovery than the possible bare 
tering of debt reduction for tariff 
concessions, Proponents, however, 
have presented no definite agenda and 
still are confronted by Great Britain’s 
attitude that the time is not ripe for 
her return to the gold standard. 

It is the British argument that the 
low world price level, the insecurity 
of trade and the competition of neighe

If the world price level were to ri 
sufficiently, however, British lasdans 
say. an attempt very likely would be 
made to put the pound back on the 
gold standard somewhere near its old 
parity. 

_Less Concerned. 

Some United States officials pro- 
fess to be less concerned about the 
parity positions of foreign exchange 
than with its stabilization at some 
definite point. The fluctuations of the 
last year are held to have impaired 
confidence in international contracts 
and retarded commerce. There has 
been a feeling in some quarters that 
if the debt pressure were eased debtor 
nations might turn with more security 
to ion task of fortifying monetary 
units, 

Dr. Julius Klein, assistant secre- 
tary of commerce, says that in most 
countries suspension of gold payments 
halted the decline in wholesale prices 
(in terms of the depreciated currency) 
but that they have continued down- 
ward in terms of American gold dol- 
lars. even making allowances for the 
decline in Tinited States prices. 

The result, he says, is that costs of 
production and prices in gold standard 
countries tend to seek the levelg pre- 
vailing in non-gold countries. 

Until the costs of production and 

prices of some of the American com- 
modities are further reduced or some 
tariff adjustments made. Klein asserts, 
imports probably will tend to supply 
an increasing proportion of domestic 
needs. 
So far, he says. there has been no 
ood of foreign imports. The total 
quantity of imports in 1932 was 20 
percent less than in 1931 and 39 per- 
cent smaller than in 1929. Of the 
1932 total only 60 percent (by value) 
was from depreciated currency coun- 
tries, and that represented only an 18 
percent increase in the total value of 
dutiable goods. 


NEUTRONS VIEWED 
AS ELEMENTARY 
BY YALE DOCTOR 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 24.— 


| (P)—Evidence that neutrons are ele- 


mentary particles of matter and not 
combinations of electrons and protons 
was reported Thursday night by Yale 
University as a result of experiments 
conducted by Dr. Franz N. D. Kurie. 

“His experiments,” the university 
reported, “indicate that the neutron 
is an elementary particle of matter 
on par with the electron and proton 
possessing its own individuality and 
discrete qualities.” 

Because the neutron does not carry 
an electrical charge, it can pass 
through various materials without af- 
fecting its particles and without leav- 
ing a trail as do electrons or pro- 
tons when they are shot through a 
medium. 

“This led to the assumption,” the 
university announcement said, “that 
the neutron must be a combination 
of the two primary forms of mat- 
ter, the electrical charge thus being 
neutralized. 

“Two views of the neutrons are 
held: That it is either like a dumb- 
bell, with a positive charge and @ 
negative charge separated by a small 
distance so that their effects are can- 
celled: or it ‘s like an onion. with 
a small sphere of one kind of elec- 
tricity surrounded by a layer of the 
other kind, so that again the charge is 
cancelled. 

“Dr. Kurie’s experiments with neue 
trons do not confirm either of these 
theories, and he concludes that the 
neutron ‘s not built according to eith- 
er of the accepted models.”

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FOR U.S. FARM BOARD. 
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INSTALLMENT’ PAYIN 
OF SCHOOL FUND URGED 


Bridges Would Have Board 
Paid as City Revenue 
Is Received 


Proposals calling for payment of 30 
per cent of the actual receipts of the 
city as they are received and for 
empowering the board of education 
to make its own loans independent of 
the mayor and council, were advanced 
Friday by Councilman G. Dan 
Bridges, a member of the finance 
committee of council, as a solution of 


the muddle into which municipal fi- 
nances have been precipitated through 
enactment of a charter amendment 
forcing allocation of 30 per cent to 
schools. — 

The Bridges plan has at least the 
tacit approval of Mayor James 
Key, who has always maintained that 
the school department should raise 
and expend its own revenue and thus 
be independent of council. Under 
present provisions, it is impossible 
entirely to divorce the board from 
council, but the board could be em- 
powered to negotiate its own fi- 
nancing, it was believed. 

Bridges’ suggestion came as a spe- 
cial joint committee from the coun- 
cil finance committee and the cur- 
rent expenditures committee of the 
board began a study of school fi- 
nances with a view of evolving a 
plan to minimize the salary cuts to 
non-school employes, made necessary 
by increasing of the school allocation 
$317,000, the amount of the raise 
from 26 per cent of the revenue to 30 
per cent. 

If the Bridges plan is approved, 
30 per cent of the receipts of the city 
would be turned over periodically to 
schools to be administered as the 
board of education shall direct.

Issues U.D.C. Message. 


Mrs. Forrest Kibler, of Atlanta, 
legislative chairman of Georgia di- 
vision, U. D. C., issues an important 
message to presidents of state chap- 
ters. She states that: 

“The proudest boast of a_ true 
southerner has ever been that ‘my 
father was a Confederate soldier.’ The 
members of the Georgia senate proved 
this when they voted last Tuesday, 
43 to 6, in favor of the bill sponsored 
by the Georgia division, United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, raising the 
marriage limit from 1881 to 1903 of 
widows of Confederate veterans, thus 
making every widow eligible for a pen- 
sion who married prior to 1903. 

“This bill will now be submitted 
to the house and as it is a constitu- 
tional amendment it must have a two- 
thirds vote for successful passage. It 
must then be voted on by the people 
of Georgia at our next election. So 
you see how necessary it is to have 
the house vote favorably for if it is 
not passed at this session it cannot 
be brought again to the legislature for 
two years and then another two years 
would have to elapse before it could 
be voted on by the people. 

“The passage of this bill will not 
put any extra expense on Georgia for 
it will be three years before it could 
become a law, as it is now a veteran 
must be at least 85 years if he is 
drawing a pension. In three years 
just a few will be left and these wid- 
ows will only take the places of those 
who have passed on. It is not a mat- 
ter of sentiment it is one of justice 
that these widows who have cared for 
their veteran husbands should now re 
ceive pensions and it would be a blot 
on the fair name of Georgia that even 
one of these should have to end her 
days in the almshouse. 

“So, chapter presidents, let me urge 
you again with all the earnestness of 
which Iam capable, to write today to 
your representatives urging their sup- 
rt of this bill when it gets to the 
euse this week. I have heard many 
expressions from both senators and 
legislators saving that the “folks back 
home wanted them to support this 
bill, so write today.”

I heard a very interesting and a 
very heated argument recently be- 
tween two women on the subject of 
the child’s right to criticize a parent. 
One fo them remarked that no mother 
could fail to feel favoritism toward 
the child who never criticized her and 
she closed her case with this remark: 
“I don’t like my children to criticize 
me and 1 won't submit to it.” But 
the other woman said she expected her 
children to criticize her, welcomed 
their criticism and profited by it. 
Said she: “The average child is a 
better psycho-analyst than the aver- 
age grown person. Our children soon 
come to know us for what we are and 
a refusal on our part to accept their 
expressed valuation of our good and 
bad points is an admission that we 
cannot bear the light of understand- 
ing turned upon us. In the very na- 
ture of the case this admission marks 
us down in the estimation of our chil- 
dren. Once they come to know me, 
I want to know what they think of 
me and [ want to grow by the criti- 
cism they offer.” 

This second mother is everlast- 
ingly right. Parenthood doesn’t 
make a woman infallible, nor should 
it give her any exaggerated opin- 
ion of her right to a place in the 
sun. The mother who resents being 
called to task for some shortcoming 
is angry with herself for failure to 
meet the standards she has set for 
herself, or she is angry with the 
child for finding her out, and either 
explanation of her resentment does 
her discredit. So much for ecriti- 
cism of character—criticism of 
manners and behavior is slightly 
different. 


Customs and manners change with 
every generation. Even the wisest 
mother that tries to keep abreast of 
the times for her own sake and for 
the sake of her children can’t do it 
without some guiding and directing 
hand of. youth. Why, when the child 
stands ready and willing to extend 
the hand, should any mother reject it? 


Make your choice parents, reject 


the criticism or your children and 
become a source of morti- 
fication tp them or invite and be 
willing to accept their criticisms 
and he. abreast of their times. 
There is no middie ground on which 
to stand. Only remember this when 
you choose; that unless they can 
feel ud of you before their 
fri unless they can feel easy 
and comfortable when they bring 
you together, you will be the loser, 
for they will not endure the tor- 
ture of being mortified by your 
antiquated manners and costumes. 
They want to be proud of you, 
they want to keep you within their 
charmed circle, but they won't pay 
the supreme price to do it. 


Another thing to remember, pat- 
ents, while your children are _sstill 
young, is this: That the manner in 
which you deal with their faults and 
foibles when they look to you as to 
God, the way you criticize them for 
their shortcomings when they think 
of you aS a paragon and an omnipo- 
tent ruler, charts the course they will 
follow when they have discovered that 
you are neither perfect nor omnipo- 
tent. If you have been tactful and 
careful of their tender feelings, they 
will repay you in kind. If you have 
been ruthless and rude they will 
repay you in kind. You have the 
big advantage in the beginning, but 
the wheel of life turns. The parent 
who has been the ruler ends up as the 
suppliant. The parent who has been 
the pace-setter ends up as the fol- 
lower. 

Sympathy is the magic word in 
this relationship between parent 
and child: “Sympathy in _ years, 
manners and. beauties.” Harsh 

though it sounds, the presence of 
sympathy in the family group is a 
tribute to the parent, absence of 
sympathy is a reproach to the par- 
ent. 

What are your views on this 
subject, reader? Has the child a 
right to criticize the parent? How 
should she accept it?

Choosing the Right Bid. 


An immediate Overcall of oppo- 
nents’ bid suit is rarely justified by 
one’s holding. Usually a hand doc; 
not contain quite enough strength to 
require partner to continue bidding 
until a game is reached, and the al- 
ternate course of the Takeout Double 
is always available. However, in 
those rare cases where such a bid is 
possible it should be given at once, as 
undue delay may shut out - valuable 
round of bidding.

Once North has doubled, he is auto- 
matically in trouble. The next time 


the bidding reaches him he is con- 
fronted with a choice between show- 
ing his heart suit and showing his 
control of the spade suit. His de- 
cision to bid four spades is probably 
correct, as it seems almost certain 
that a bid of four hearts will be 


passed. South, having already made 
a free bid, can do no more than bid 
five clubs, and now if North wishes 
to show the hearts he has to do so 
at the rangé of five. His decision to 
pass was a little conservative, but 
cannot be severely criticized. 

The whole trouble with the hand 


was the Double. An immediate bid of 
two spades would have enabled him 
to bid the hearts later at a lower fig- 
ure, as East’s Raise would have been 
shut out and West would not have 
dared rebid to three spades without 
any help from partner. The bidding 
would, therefore, proceed along these

Even if West does put in the three 
spade bid, South should do some fur- 
ther bidding over’ four hearts, as his 
bid of three clubs was a forced bid 
and showed no strength at all. This 
hand illustrates the many subtle in- 
ferences available in the game of 
bridge.

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—(4)—Secur- 
ity markets brightened today. First 
symptoms of reviving support were ap- 
parent in the government bond list 
which eventually recovered vigorously, 
and extension of this improvement in- 
to corporate loans soon had its reflec- 
tion in stocks. 

The average net gain for shares was 
nearly as large as yesterday's decline; 
it was, in fact, the second largest gain 
this year and the first noticeable up- 
turn since banking difficulties in 
Michigan began to weigh down finan- 
cial spirits. Numerous net advances 
ranged from 1 to 3 points in a turn- 
over of 1,069,280 shares. 

Rail stocks first caught the recov- 
ery signal, though not until they, in 
common with other groups, had weath- 
ered some early selling. A few fair- 
sized blocks were disposed of on this 
decline, but by the end of the first 
hour lost ground was being retraced 
and from then on the pickup was con- 
tinuous and final prices were the high- 
est. Considerable covering by a short 
interest which no doubt had increased 
substantially over the past week or 30 
was evident. 

In carriers, net gains of a point or 
more prevailed for such issues as New 
York Central, Baltimore & Ohio, Santa 
Fe, Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
Chesapeake & Ohio and Lackawanna. 
Delaware & Hudson, up 3 1-2, and 
Louisville & Nashville, up 2 1-4, were 
stronger than average. Shorts also 
retreated in some haste from Amer- 
ican Can, American Telephone, Allied 
Chemical, Consolidated Gas and U. 8. 
Steel preferred which rose 2 to 3 
points. General Electric jumped a 
point when its regular dividend was 
announced. Westinghouse, which 
maintained its oash position last year 
acainst a larger net loss than was re- 
corded for 1931, firmed more mod- 
erately. American woolen issues were 
steady in the face of an unfavorable 
earnings report.

NEW BANK PLANS 


Reserve Bank Proposed 
by Senator Orr.

DETROIT, Feb. 24.—(4)—Two 
plans designed to aid in releasing a 
billion and a half dollars in bank de- 
posits were under scrutiny in Michi- 
gan tonight, while bankers awaited 
pending state and «national legisla- 
tion for the state's 530 banks operat- 
ing under rigid restrictions. 

One plan, calling for the issuance 
of transferrable certificates against 
the frozen deposits of banks, was 
brought forward by KRudolph_ E. 
Reichert, state banking commission- 
er, who under legislation pending be- 
fore the state legislature would be- 
come the virtual banking dictator of 
Michigan. The other, favoring the 
organization of a state reserve bank, 
was proposed by State Senator Her- 
bert P. Orr, a Caro, (Mich.) banker. 

Meanwhile, plans to make available 
at once 50 per cent of all deposits by 
organizing two new banks to take over 
the liquid assets of the First Nation- 
al-Detroit and the Guardian National 
Bank of Commerce, Detroit, the two 
largest in the city, were under dis- 
cussion, Further developments, it 
appeared, awaited action tomorrow 
by the house in Washington on the 
Couzens resolution giving emergency 
powers over national banks to the 
comptroller of the currency. The res- 
olution was approved unanimously to- 
day by the house banking committee. 

Commissioner Reichert’s plan drew 
state-wide attention today. 
osed, in effect, the issuance of trans- 
erable certificates which would be 
acceptable in virtually all purposes 
the same as currency. They would 
be issted to the total volume of de- 
posits that the banks are unable to 
pay in cash. The only limitation of 
circulation, Reichert said, would be 
the willingness of creditors to accept 
certificates on their face value. 

The certificates, Reichert said, aft- 
er being employed to pay rent, buy 
food, purchase clothing and other es- 
sentials, could be turned into the 
banks at full face value in payment 
of obligations owed to the banks. 

State Senator Orr, declaring he is 
proceeding with a plan for organiza- 
tion of a state reserve bank, said re- 
serves of many outstate banks now 
are held in Detroit institutions, which 
are permitting withdrawals only on 
the same basis as that of other depos- 
itors—five per cent of the total de 
posited. Under his proposed system, 
reserve funds would be carried in 
outside banks. 

In most parts of the state today, 
banks continued to pay out five per 
cent to depositors. 


BANK SUSPENSIONS — 
DECREASE IN WEEK 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—(4)—The 
American Banker today reported 19 
bank suspensions this week against 
26 last week and 46 the week before. 

The year’s suspensions now total 
348, affecting deposits of approxi- 
mately $195,000,000. In the corre- 
sponding period of last year, there 
were 493 bank casualties, tying up de- 
posits of approximately $276,000,000.

INCREASED CONFIDENCE 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—(4#)—The 
weekly mercantile reviews said today 
that developments making ffor _in- 
creased confidence and slowly broad- 
ening activity in trade continued to 
outweigh adverse factors. 

As evidence of this trend, Brad- 
street’s pointed to the more favorable 
comparison of ‘bank clearings with a 
year ago, the less than seasonal de- 
cline in business failures, signs of sta- 
bility in the wholesale food price in- 
dex and industry's evident satisfaction 
over prohibition repeal action. 

On the less favorable side the agency 
lists a slower clean up of winter 
goods, due to warmer weather, and a 
somewhat disappointing retail trade 
volume in key cities. 

Dun’s said trade progress was in- 
terrupted but slightly by “disquieting 
events which in less calloused times 
might have been fraught with over- 
whelming retardative influences.” 

“The process of distribution has not 
been halted despite the curtailed -buy- 
ing power,” said the agency, “and per- 
sistent efforts to sell goods in a reg- 
ular way has brought satisfaction to 
the buyer. 

“Reduced inventories with further 
curtailment of production have placed 
manufacturers in a more advantageous 
position, particularly since full cog- 
nizance has been taken of the value 
of profit rather than volume in op- 
erating procedure.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—()— 
The $28,000,000 for tax refunds which 
congress once before approved but 
dropped after a presidential veto was 
put forward again today in a new 
deficiency appropriation bill totaling 
$30,725,000. 

It was not the amount of refunds 


that the president disapproved, but 
the string to its payment which con- 
gress attached—a requirement that 
all large tax refunds be passed on by 
a congressional committee. This was 
not in the new bill. 

The $2,725,000 other than tax re- 
funds in the bill covered such items 
as: 
Nine thousand dollars each to the 
daughter of the late Representative 
Robert R. Butler, of Oregon; the 
widow of the late Representative God- 
frey G. Goodwin, of Minnesota, and 
the daughter of the late Representa- 
tive Samuel A. Kendall, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

There also was included $4,060 to 
employ seven new messengers needed 
when the house opens its new office 
building next month; $450,000 for the . 
bureau of immigration to deport 
aliens; $255,500 for payments to 
British nationals whose inventions 
were used by the United States in the 
World War; $50,000 for the proposed 
Shenandoah national park in Vir- 
ginia; $200,000 for the printing of 
patents, and $20,000 for the expenses 
of special house committees.
